written from Somewhere in the 
Southern Pacific to his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. W P Magness of 
Energy will be of interest, we 
believe, to our readers:

Dearest Mom and Dad : 
1 have just returned from my 
little expedition. We went to one 
of the most beautiful places in 
the world 
We were there for 
onl> seven days, but enjoyed it 
very much. There was only one 
white man there—the rest were 
natives 
Wr didn't go up on a pleasure 
cruise but after doing our work 
mi had u couple of days for our­ 
selves Wr made a newsreel while 
there which I guess will be shown 
all over the States in the next 
three or four months After our 
mission was completed we went 
wild bull hunting -one of my ser- 
* ants a sailor, and I went out 
one afternoon about four o'clock

three—one young one—we cut 
both hind quarters up and had 
our native guides carry them.

It seemed as if I were at home 
sleeping between sheets and on 
a double bed. 
Now to go on with something 
else about the South Sea Island— 
there was a beautiful river run­ 
ning through it. a river such as 
you see in magazines, but you 
would think there wasn't really a 
river like i t - i t had large fall* and 
in all the deep places it was 
clear as a crystal Wc would shoot 
fish and the natives would dive 
in and get the fish 
We never 
went any p!ace without a native 
guide 
We brought back bananas m an­ 
goes 
oranges, lemons 
coconuts, 
and pineapples. Everything grew 
there except apples Our boat was 
loaded with fruit, the boys and 
I got while there 
The natives 
didn't know what money was and 
if they did they couldn’t spend 


It at any place. Before the war 
the Australian (white man and 
English speaking) would get, his 
supplies about every three weeks, 
but since the war he does good 
, to get s boat in every six months, 
I He gets enough supplies each 
i time to last him at least eight 
months. He furnishes the natives 
I with a little but most of their 
supplies come from the fruit trees. 
You should see

climb the coconut trees. They can 
I climb as fast as a squirrel They 
would climb the trees and throw 
down the coconuts to us. and we 
would drink the milk and throw 
' away the coconut 
I think the 
I thirty-five of us would have gone 
native in another week. I would

» year and if I can ever get enough 
leave after the war I am certaln- 
| ly going to take Rosemary there.
